(a) a retaining frame fastenable to an edge of the hole; 

(b) a plurality of bushes made of an elastomeric 
material, each bush having a bush surface and at least one part 
comprising at least one passage opening for a cable; and 

(c) a plurality of frame openings, each frame opening 
being open on one side for insertion in an insertion direction of 
a respective one of the bushes; 

wherein at least one of the bushes insertable in the 
respective frame opening is fixable in place in the insertion 
direction near side walls delimiting the frame opening; 

wherein each side wall comprises a catch depression for. 
accommodating catch organs projecting laterally partially above the 
bush surface. 
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
